• WHAT made you train with 
Grief Journey? 

I hadn't come across a potential 
organisation like this before and 
wanted to become part of some- ^ 
thing worthwhile as a volunteer. 

Death is such a taboo subject and 
there is an incredible need for people to 
be able to be part of a group where others 
have empathy with their grief. 


# WHAT is dystonia? 

It is a rare neurological disorder which means the 
wrong messages are coming from the brain causing 
spasms and twitches which affect movement and 
speech. 

It has been my determination and doggedness which 
has got me through . I have had deep brain stimulation 
and have electrodes controlled by a neurotransmitter 
battery alleviates a lot of the symptoms. Technology 
saved my life and the neurology department at Mus- 
grove Hospital helped me so much I became a governor 
of Taunton and Somerset Foundation Trust. 

# IF you could meet anyone who would you choose? 

I would like to have met Nelson Mandela because from 
what I could read and understand, he stood for his peo¬ 
ple and supported them very actively. I think he was in¬ 
credible. 

# WHAT three things would you like on your de¬ 
serted island? 

I'd like a radio, a really comfortable bed because sleep¬ 
ing posture is difficult for me and some books. I enjoy 
reading Khalad Hosseini and Mitch Albom who writes 
from a very emotional perspective and his book "For 
One More Day", helped me through my grief.

It usually takes me 
a couple of hours to get around town because people 
talk to you, I love that Around North London, where I 
grew up, if you talk to people they look at you like you 
are purple with two heads.

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Church windows targeted by vandals 

POLICE are appealing for information following re¬ 
peated damage to the stained glass windows at the 
15th century parish church of St Bartholomew in 
Crewkerne. 

There are a number of small holes in the windows 
of the church, believed to have been caused by air rifle 
pellets and stones. The incidents have taken place over 
the last two months. 

Due to the size of the holes, they are not overly ap¬ 
parent from the exterior but more noticeable from in¬ 
side where the missing coloured glass panes beocme 
apparent. 

Church warden Dorothy Tozer said it was very dis¬ 
heartening that someone should want to cause such 
misery and expense after the joy all at the church had 
experienced duimg the Christmas tree festival. 

She said the first damage had been caused to the 
Chancery window, where a hole had been made in the 
face of Christ, believed to have been caused by a 
stone. The church has been quoted £2,350 plus VAT 
for the damage, which was only one of five windows 
to have suffered from the vandalism, plus an upstairs 
window of the church hall. 

Mrs Tozer said: “I was horrified when I saw the cost 
for just one small piece. There will be other quotes to 
come and if you multiply that by five, it just doesn’t 
bear thinking about. Some of these windows are hun¬ 
dreds of years old.” 

The Friends of St Bartholomew’s had already been 
working hard to raise money to repair the Chancery 
roof and now they will have to face the extra expense. 

Mrs Tozer added that being a Grade I listed building, 
they could only replace like-for-like as the Diocese re¬ 
quires.

County council reveals 
cutbacks of £ 18 million

SAVINGS proposals of more than £18million were un¬ 
veiled by Somerset County Council last week, as the au¬ 
thority also confirmed it would continue to spend more 
than £300million on council services across the county. 

Despite the proposed savings, the council aims to freeze 
its share of council tax for the fifth year in a row. 

The council’s budget, which will be decided on Febmary 
19th, proposes more than £160million will be spent look¬ 
ing after vulnerable adults, the biggest area of council 
spending by far. This includes looking after and support¬ 
ing frail and elderly people, as well as those with profound 
disabilities or learning difficulties. 

A total of £40million has been identified for spending 
on social services for children, including protecting chil¬ 
dren from abuse, adoption and fostering services, and the 
commitment to Somerset’s roads and street lighting was 
also confirmed with a proposal for continuing investment 
of £30million per year. 

Council leader John 
Osman said: “We have to 
make tough choices, but 
we are the same as any 
careful household. We 
have a reduced income, in¬ 
creased bills, something 
has to give.” 

His comments were 
backed up by cabinet 
member David Huxtable, 
who added: “It is not 
something we want to do, 
but it is something we 
have to do, just as every 
council in the country is 
now doing. We are taking 
people’s views into ac¬ 
count where we can - 
that’s why our council tax 
is frozen, but these are 
tough financial times.” 

Areas facing proposed 
savings include: youth and

community services reduced by £936,000; sheltered hous¬ 
ing provision by £500,000 over two years; removal of 
management costs for Areas of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty, saving £40,000 next year; reducing county coun¬ 
cil staffing by up to 100; closure of two recycling sites 
with some of the savings being used to invest in increasing 
opening times at major sites, saving £174,000. 

Following overwhelming public support through the 
council’s “balancing act” consultation exercise, charges 
could be introduced in registration services (weddings), 
advertising on the council’s website, and increased 
charges for companies digging up Somerset’s roads. 

More efficient ways of working will also drive savings, 
including the following: restructure management and ad¬ 
ministration and reduce running costs of children’s cen¬ 
tres, to deliver savings of around £1.7million over two 
years, with a proposed extra 30 more frontline staff; bring 
in self -service into libraries and other savings making 
savings of £300,000 next year. 

Major policy changes could see significant changes in 
other areas, such as helping vulnerable elderly people stay 
at home for longer, instead of moving into residential or 
nursing homes will save the council more than £1 million 
over four years. 

Councillor Huxtable commented: “We can only high¬ 
light a few of the areas where we have worked hard to cut 
costs but protect frontline 
services as far as we can. 

“I understand that people 
want their services to re¬ 
main the same, but we face 
such financial challenges 
that we have to reduce or 
even stop some of what we 
do. 

“I do want to stress that 
while we have made sav¬ 
ings to balance our budget, 
we are still spending more 
than £300m on the impor¬ 
tant frontline services that 
our residents need.”

New head will strive for more at Holyrood

SETTLING in at Holyrood Academy in Chard, 
principal Martin Brook took over the headship 
of the school at the start January and plans to 
carry on the good work of his predecessor, Mau¬ 
rice Hicks, to take the school’s reputation even 
further. 

A graduate of St Luke’s Exeter in 1988, Mr 
Brook spent his early career as a physical edu¬ 
cation teacher. He spent 10 years teaching a va¬ 
riety of subjects, including PE and maths, to 
students who displayed a wide range of emo¬ 
tional and behavioural issues, before working 
briefly as a behavior consultant for the local au¬ 
thority. He completed his masters degree at 
Warwick University. 

Before coming to Holyrood, Mr Brook held a 
number of senior positions in schools in the 
Nottingham area, the last being as head of the 
Carlton Academy in Nottingham, which 
showed dramatic improvements under his lead¬ 
ership. 

He has now moved to Ottery St Mary in East 
Devon with wife Nicky, also a qualified teacher, 
and their children Sam and Caitie. 

Keeping fit is important and the Edinburgh 
marathon in May is the latest on Mr Brook’s list 
of big city marathons, already having New 
York, London and Paris under his belt. 

Passionate about what he does, Mr Brook sees 
his new posititon as his job to inspire students 
to achieve the best they can, in order to improve 
their life chances. He believes in a level playing 
field for all, but with the bar set high, operating 
tough love with a huge amount of support and 
very high expectations, to help each student 
raise their own level of aspirations. 

He said: “My philosophy is that learning 
should be very inclusive, that standards are 
about removing the excuses and barriers to suc¬ 
cess and saying to students they can be anything 
they want. I believe in keeping the bar up there 
for all but giving more support to those that 
need it.

“My first priority now is to make sure the 
Year 11 and 13 students achieve good enough 
results to enable them to have as wide a range 
of opportunities as possible. 

“I have inherited an outstanding group of 
staff and students and am following a very re¬ 
spected head in Maurice, for whom I have great 
admiration. I want to assure the town that it is 
business as usual and want to carry on his good 
work and look for the small ways to improve 
the school even further. 

“By listening to the staff and talking to the 
students, the aim is to take the reputation of 
Holyrood beyond Chard until it is nationally 
known as a centre of excellence in teaching 
standards. 


“I believe this school has a strong place within 
the local community and want to maintain and 
develop this, which is why I want to introduce 
myself to the local primary schools and see 
Holyrood play a central role in the community. 

“Ideally, long-term, I would like to see us 
making a contribution to the education of all 
children from primary to 18 . We will be taking 
roadshows to the other schools in the autumn 
term, which I will attend, with seniors to talk 
about the Holyrood experience.

More good news in the economy but still 
no sign of housing getting more expensive 


LAST week heralded more good news in 
one week than we have seen in the past 5 
years! Unemployment went down unexpect¬ 
edly - almost hitting the governments 7% 
threshold for revisiting interest rates. Em¬ 
ployment also went up to hit over 30.15 mil¬ 
lion. This sounds as though it should be 
obvious but unemployment reduced by 
167,000 while emplyment rose by nearly

And finally last year we made more cars 
than we have done for years. 

That is a whole heap of good news and al¬ 
though the press attempted to prohesy in¬ 
creased interest rates Mark Carney from the 
Bank of England intervened to give them a 
decisive side swipe and an emphatic denial 
of this. 

On the face of it growth in the housing mar¬ 
ket and the economy should now force inter¬ 
est rates to rise. Mr Carney has looked at the 
wider picture. Growth in jobs has been the 
lower paid unskilled. There is no sign yet that 
the trillions the business world reportedly 
has hidden away are coming out to play. 
Wage growth still struggled being less than 
1% yet again. If it were not for the increased 
tax allowances we would all be feeling a lot 
poorer. Finally exports and our ability to 
manufacture for the overseas markets re¬ 
mains weak.

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Richard Grayson - The Golden Space City of God 


'THE Golden Space City of God' by Richard Grayson, the 
first solo exhibition to be held at the OSR Project Space 
in West Coker by a major international artist, is a large- 
scale video installation with sound featuring a choral 
work performed by a 26 piece choir. The installation 
gives the impression of a space linked to community 
expression and exchange, a church or community hall. 
This has a heightened resonance in the context of the 
OSR Project Space, formerly known as the Old School 
Room, built in 1850 and used as a school for only 26 
years before becoming the unofficial community hall 



for the village of West Coker. 

The Golden Space City of God score was composed by 
Leo Chadburn based on a libretto by the artist - which 
appears as subtitles in the video work - abstracted 
from a website associated with The Family, a commu¬ 
nity that developed from the 1960's cult Children of 
God. It is based upon texts that give a detailed predic¬ 
tion of events leading up to the end of the world, 
drawn from the Book of Revelation and re-imagined 
through the languages and imagery of science fiction. 
They describe the widespread economic and social un¬ 
rest that will spread across the globe following an oil 
crisis and the collapse 

of Dollar-based economies. Out of this chaos a leader 
emerges, assisted by UFOs, who establishes a world¬ 
wide government through his use of barcode tech¬ 
nologies, UNESCO and the European Economic 
Community... 

He builds a robot and Capitalism is abolished; 

Jesus returns to Earth to fight against his empire and 
establish a kingdom of the saved; 

A thousand years pass where survivors live in an ideal 
society based on an agrarian economy of exchange, 


and the elect - who have been given new supernatu¬ 
ral indestructible bodies - rule over the rest of hu¬ 
mankind, using the power of invisibility to place them 
effectively; 

The masses rise again only to be defeated by fire and 
plague and God descends in the biggest space ship 
ever built, the Golden 
Space City, to take the 
elect away to explore and 
colonise new planets and 
galaxies...

How do you redesign a car that created one of the most suc¬ 
cessful and popular segments in recent motoring history? 
With bold design and accessible technology at its heart, the 
new Qashqai is the end product of a remarkable develop¬ 
ment story - a journey that marks the start of the next gen¬ 
eration of crossovers. 

Replacing and improving on a design loved and admired 
by nearly two million owners is no easy task. Led by Nissan's 
chief creative officer Shiro Nakamura, the UK-based Nissan 
Design Europe team quickly established three core values 
for the new Qashqai. 

"The inspiration was three-fold," explains Shiro Nakamura. 
"Athletic Agility, Smart Premium and In Control are themes 
that run through every element of the design. This car rep¬ 
resents several years of dedicated work. We have created an 
all-new design that builds on the success of the first genera¬ 
tion Qashqai and confirms Nissan's crossover leadership." 

Athletic agility 

Drawing on Nissan's crossover family DNA, new Qashqai 
features a bold, sporty stance that is instantly recognisable 
yet new and exciting. 

One of the key elements of the Qashqai's de¬ 
sign form is the relationship between the 
wheels and the rest of the body. "We 
opted to change the wheel 
arch volumes to 


tuate the car's strength and confidence," explains Darryl 
Scriven, Design Excellence Manager, Nissan Design Europe. 
"By creating longer window lines we were able to add a little 
more mass around the wheels. We wanted to use the middle 
of the body as a connector to link the four corners and a 
shape that would be more athletic. A wheel-oriented design 
such as this shows more power and protection and suggests 
that the car has a proud, inner strength." 

The relationship between the upper and lower sections of 
the bonnet was another area where Nissan's design team in¬ 
vested considerable time and expertise. "There's now a lot 
more movement in the lower part of the body with less of a 
contrast between the two sections," explains Darryl Scriven.

Qashqai more modern and I'm confident that we have 
achieved that goal. Look at the front quarter and you can see 
the contrast of dynamic volumes and very sharp graphics of 
the headlamps and radiator grille.
